Alan Schilke’s job is to make people scream. 

As a hotshot roller-coaster designer, Schil- 
ke promised to build a massive, record-setting 
wooden coaster at Six Flags Great America 
in Gurnee. When he saw how small the con- 
struction site was, crammed between a rail- 
road track and other rides, he knew he would 
have to do back flips to squeeze shrieks out of 
his customers. 

“Necessity is the mother of invention,” he 
said. “We had to make a crazy ride just to get 
it to fit on the site.” 

The resulting attraction will set three records 
for wooden roller coasters. Goliath will be the 
fastest and steepest wooden coaster in the 
world, with the longest drop. It will hurtle rid- 
ers at 72 mph down an 85-degree, 180-foot cliff 
before rocketing them into hairpin curves, two 
upside-down twists, and a zero-gravity stall to 
make passengers feel momentarily weightless. 

Goliath is the latest creation in a revolution 
in roller-coaster construction, aficionados say.

6th person charged 
in 14-year-old’s death

A sixth person has been charged in connec- 
tion with the shooting death of a 14-year-old 
girl in the Back of the Yards earlier this week. 

Floyd Evans, 43, is accused of acting 
as a middle-man in the murder weapon’s 
path from a Hyde Park man’s home to the 
hands of the accused murderer, also a 14-year- 
old girl. 

He’s charged with possessing a firearm 
without a valid identification card and failing 
to report to his probation officer. 

Police initially said the weapon used to 
kill Endia Martin and wound a 16-year-old 
boy was stolen but police have outlined how 
they now believe the weapon ended up in the 
hands of a 14-year-old classmate of Martin 
who faces murder charges as a juvenile. 


The initial owner of the gun, Robert James, 
transferred it to Evans and then filed a police 
report saying it was stolen from a car, accord- 
ing to police. 

James, 34, of the 1300 block of East Hyde 
Park Boulevard, has been charged with felony 
disorderly conduct for allegedly filing a false 
police report, according to Cook County state’s 
attorney’s office spokeswoman Sally Daly. 
James was also charged with felony unlawful 
delivery of a firearm. 

Police believe the murder suspect’s uncle, 
Donnell Flora, later obtained the gun and 
passed it off to his 14-year-old niece. 

Family and police have said the fight be- 
tween 14-year-old girls started over a boy. 

Evans, of the 200 block of East Ohio Street, 
is due in court Friday.

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Debating star/writer/ 
director John Turturro 
about ‘Fading Gigolo’

This is a tale of two interviews. Well, two 
halves of the same interview. 

The first, sunnier half is the best reason 
to talk to John Turturro (whose “Fading 
Gigolo,” which he wrote, directed and stars 
in, opens Friday): He’s been part of several 
major movies, laughing when I call some of 
his roles “historic.” Of course you earn that 
title after playing significant parts in “Do the 
Right Thing,” “Quiz Show” and several Coen 
brothers films, including the title role in 
“Barton Fink” and bowling badass Jesus “The 
Jesus” Quintana in “The Big Lebowski.” 

“T kind of see him more as a dancer than an 
athlete,” the 57-year-old actor says at the Park 
Hyatt when I ask for a real athlete who re- 
minds him of The Jesus. “More of a flamenco 
dancer or something like that. Wow. Maybe 
like a baseball player with a high kick.” 

He suggests former pitcher Juan Marichal, 
then notes that former White Sox manager 
Ozzie Guillen would be perfect in a movie 
with The Jesus. That they'd totally make 
sense hanging out together. “’Cause that 
guy’s hysterical,” he says of Guillen. “He is 
just so full of vim and vigor.” 

Clearly, Turturro, a New York native and 
staple at Knicks games, is a sports fan. He ex- 
presses affection for the Bulls organization— 
particularly in terms of Tom Thibodeau’s 
coaching and Joakim Noah’s diverse skill 
set. “I love the way he plays,” he says. “He’s 
just an all-around, terrific player. He’s a good 
passer. He’s a really gritty player. I know 
you guys gave away one of your good players 
{Luol Deng] this year, but I like the way they 
play a lot.” 

Speaking of plays: When asked to name 
something Chicago does better than New 
York, he won't say pizza (he prefers thin, saying 
his wife’s family in Highland Park never knew 
the best deep-dish to recommend) but endors- 
es our theater community as a proving ground 
for new acting groups, plays and directors. 

“T think it’s been very nurturing,” he says 
of Chicago’s theater world. “That’s some- 
thing I know about. I’ve seen it. I think the 
rents in New York have changed. It started 
changing a long time ago. I think you guys 
have avery vibrant scene that way, a healthier 
scene in the nonprofit or new play arena.” 

Turturro’s theater experience (including 
majoring in theater in college and eventu- 
ally directing on Broadway) makes him value 
multi-faceted performers. He finds quiet char- 


acters as challenging as loud ones, if not more 
so. His experience in “Quiz Show,” however, 
did not help him ace a quick round of trivia. 
He couldn’t remember what movie won best 
picture in 2012 or exactly how many home runs 
Barry Bonds, Mark McGwire and Sammy Sosa 
hit at their most prolific. He had no idea what 
I was asking when seeing if he could name the 
five members of One Direction. (East, West, 
South, North, I was going to say.”) 

So that’s the fun first half. The second, 
tenser half is the reason Turturro was in 
town— “Fading Gigolo,” which has a highly, 
highly questionable premise: That women 
played by Sharon Stone and Sofia Vergara, 
after deciding they want to have a threesome, 
would a) choose to hire a prostitute, b) hire

one who just became a gigolo and looks like 
Turturro and c) would still go through with it 
after discovering that he is represented by a 
pimp who goes by the name Dan Bongo and 
is played by Woody Allen. (After the inter- 
view, my colleague Kate Bernot makes a great 
point that when Lena Dunham surrounds 


herself with good-looking men on “Girls,” 
people cry foul. There’s inherent sexism in 
suggesting a man shouldn't be questioned on 
a similar situation.) 

“If people only want to see Brad Pitt ina 
romance,” the star/writer/director says, “then 
they should go see a film with Brad Pitt.” 


That’s fair. Not every movie needs to star 
a magazine-cover staple. Yet—and this is 
not even mentioning the unconvincing rela- 
tionship Turturro’s character develops with 
a Hasidic Jewish widow (Vanessa Paradis) 
who has six kids —the filmmaker surround- 
ing his arguably average-looking character 
with beautiful women still reminds me of 
Adam Sandler (“Just Go With It”), with 
whom Turturro (“You Don’t Mess with 
the Zohan,” “Mr. Deeds,” “Anger Manage- 
ment”) has worked repeatedly. He cuts off 
the notion of an influence there almost 
before I can suggest it. 

“This has nothing to do with Adam 
Sandler,” he says. “That wasn’t in my mind 
at all. Not one iota. And Adam’s a friend of 


mine, so no.” 

Fine. Less convincing is the filmmaker’s 
defense that the characterizations stem from 
financial burdens. “If I cast someone who 
probably didn’t look like Sofia Vergara, I 
probably wouldn’t have got the money to do 
the movie,” he says, adding that the charac- 
ters want to meet someone with no strings 
attached. I suggest that these women could 
go to any bar and pick up the best-looking 
guy there. He argues they could, but they’re 
married and want someone they don’t know. 

For the film, Turturro researched the 
Hasidic community and talked to people in 
the sex trade.

Turturro insists that most of the responses 
he’s received have been women telling him,

that Allen “always thought it was a good idea.” 
“I developed it, and he’s really happy with it,” 
he says, “and I’m really happy with it.”

But the delusional, sleazily written “Fading 
Gigolo,” a study of loneliness that should 
itself have been isolated from society, left 
me feeling shocked and dirty.

Shut up, Spider-Man 


The 2012 franchise 
reboot “The Amaz- 
ing Spider-Man” was 
pretty good, so stop 
complaining about 
it. Instead, let all 
legitimate bashing 
commence for 

“The Amazing Spider-Man 2,” an incompe- 

tent mess that makes “Iron Man 2” look like 

“Tron Man.” 

For starters: Why does Spider-Man (a 
disengaged Andrew Garfield) spend this 
obnoxious sequel trying to land one-liners? 
The Marvel hero talks to containers of 
plutonium. He catches a car before it lands 
on acop and notes, “I’m glad you’re not one 
of those cops that rides a horse.” Don’t quit 
your day job as Peter Parker, buddy. Also, 
don’t reference “Rain Man,” “Jaws” and 
“The Wizard of Oz.” You’re Spider-Man, 
not Dawson Leery. 

It’s Denis Leary, as the late father of 
Peter’s girlfriend Gwen Stacy (Emma Stone), 
whom Peter can’t get out of his mind.

Foxx). He’s a needy Spider-Man fanatic who 
falls into a tank of electric eels and dubs his 
mutant form Electro. 

For a change, “ASM 2,” co-written by 
Alex Kurtzman and Roberto Orci (vets of 
several franchises, including “Star Trek” 
and “Transformers”), will make you wish for 
more villains. Electro, like several characters 
here, is one-dimensional and terrible. Dane 
DeHaan, looking a little like Tobey Maguire 
as Spider-Man’s dark side in “Spider-Man 3,” 
makes a better Harry Osborn than James 
Franco, but who wouldn't? Well, Jaden Smith 
and Robin Williams shouldn’t play him. But 
otherwise. 

Director Marc Webb’s thin, jumbled 
attempt at entertainment nearly becomes of- 
fensive considering how “TASM 2” bumbles 
or ignores any relevant emotional content. It 
does, however, resort to slow-motion when- 
ever possible and waste Felicity Jones, B,J. 
Novak and a head-tattooed Paul Giamatti in 
minimal roles.

FAST PAISED In the latest issue of 


Esquire, the maga- 
zine identified Tom 
Hardy as the greatest 
actor of his genera- 
tion. That may be a 
stretch—the guy’s 
only five months 
younger than Michael Fassbender. 

Hardy (“The Dark Knight Rises,” “Law- 
less”), however, is always very good. “Locke” 
needs him to be: The entire movie takes 
place inside Ivan Locke’s (Hardy) car as he 
attempts to address numerous, major threads 
of his life via speaker phone during a late- 
night drive. Locke has learned that a woman 
he barely knows, whom he slept with on a 
night slicked with wine and loneliness, has 
gone into labor two months early. The timing 
couldn’t be worse—he hasn’t yet told his 
wife and two sons about the pregnancy, and 
tomorrow he’s overseeing a giant construc- 
tion project. But Locke wants distance from 
a legacy of irresponsible men and won't sit 
idly by as his child enters the world, biggest

day of his professional life be damned. 

Aside from the spectrum of angry and sad 
voices on the phone, “Locke” is all Hardy’s 
face and fluctuating tone. This is not the buff 
intimidator of “Warrior” or “Bronson;” beard- 
ed and dressed in a sweater over a collared 
shirt, this regretful man looks eerily like a Brit- 
ish Jason Bateman. Nearly imperceptible exas- 
peration flickers across his features, contained 
before he can hang up and explode in private. 
Throughout “Locke,” the title character also 
frequently speaks to his late father, whom he 
imagines sitting in the backseat. Hardy makes 
Locke’s anger convincing, though these mo- 
ments feel like writer-director Steven Knight 
(the lousy Jason Statham vehicle “Redemp- 
tion”) too-neatly rounding off the story. And 
there’s a certain limitation put on a film, no 
matter how compelling its lead performance, 
that hinges on the stunt of a single vehicular 


location and phone-based conversation. 

Yet “Locke,” which might have been called 
“Traffic” if the title weren't already claimed, 
effectively revolves around questionable 
intentions from a man whose best efforts to 
“straighten” the family name may do just the

opposite. It’s clunky for Knight to draw a line 
between Locke’s personal and professional 
lives, both evidence that the world can come 
crashing down thanks to one little mistake. 
But that doesn’t mean he’s wrong about how 
easy it is to light a match and ignite a forest.

Beauty”) traveled the 

world performing 
Shakespeare’s “Richard III,” you’d probably 
be psyched for a bonus disc of behind-the- 
scenes footage. That content would show 
some of the cast’s preparation and a lot of 
comments about how great the play is. As 
they travel to Italy, Qatar, Australia, Greece, 
Istanbul and more, you’d see some of the 
fun these folks have on off days, evidence of 
their close bond and the theater community 
as a family and blah blah blah. 

But someone decided “Now,” opening 
Friday at the Gene Siskel Film Center, de- 
served time in theaters. First-time director 
Jeremy Whelehan captures no conflict or 
notable challenges in delivering this play in 
major venues around the planet. Other than 
showing that Chinese audiences listen better 
than American crowds, Whelehan neglects 


about “Richard III” or the actors, so you’d 
best have a background in Shakespeare. 

Throughout “Now” I couldn’t help think 
about how much I loved Wim Wenders’ doc 
“Pina,” which toasted German choreogra- 
pher Pina Bausch through 3-D presentations 
of dancers bringing her work to life. That 
movie explored the power of movement 
to incredible effect. “Now” has a few valid 
tidbits about the actors’ process and need 
to bond as people so as not to let off-stage 
tension reveal itself during the show. But 
when Spacey says he lets complicated things 
inside himself “[bleeping} come out” in his 
performance, you wish you could get some 
details. And Mendes and co-star Gemma 
Jones seem to be competing to use the most 
obvious, eye-roll-worthy theater cliche pos- 
sible.

But there’s 
nothing funny about Dwight’s situation: 
In the tunnel-tight “Blue Ruin,” violence is 
everywhere, whether it’s past or imminent. 
For a while in this tense thriller from 
writer-director Jeremy Saulnier, little is said 
or known. Dwight lives off the grid, opening 
the film by jumping out of a bath and then a 
first-floor window, fearing the homeowners’ 
arrival. He’s soon warned that a killer is about 
to be freed from prison. I’m reluctant to say 
much more about the plot because there isn’t 
a ton of it, and much of the pleasure of “Blue 
Ruin” is letting its urgency coil around your 
heart, daring it to move. The atmosphere is 
immediate and unflinching.

An efficient, 86-minute genre piece like 
this may be fat-free, but it also leaves room 
for details that would set it aside from its 
cinematic relatives. (Many have compared 
the film to early Coen brothers work.) It’s 
also the impact of one action on all involved 
that drives this revenge tale. Saulnier knows 
how to depict vengeance without suggesting 
it’s going to do any good. He may shoot him- 
self in the foot by going for a laugh or two at 
the wrong time, but he also gets maximum 
results from bullets shared between enemies 
who still register as people rather than face- 
less villains. 

Tragedy spreads like a virus in “Blue Ruin,” 
in which the difficulty of determining if 
you're playing offense or defense is part of 
the point.
